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AVIATORS AND AIR. 


The rapid strides with which aviation is advancing, prompt one to look 
forwards and speculate on what is likely to be doing in the matter of rights of 
way in the not far distant future. 

There is plenty of sky and air for all just at present, but will there be later 
on? Will aerial carrying companies preempt aerial roadways? How will they 
go about seeuring title? How will they keep rival carrying companies from tres- 
passing upon their rights of way? 

Think not that we are crossing our bridges so very long before we reach 
them. 

This question in a slightly different form recently came before a judge in 
Paris. His decision was that it was not within the court’s jurisdiction to fix the 
minimum altitude limit used by aeroplanists. The decision is weleomed by French 
aviators in general, Bleriot, one of the most successful birdmen, is of the opinion 
that the ‘‘ passing of an aeroplane only a short distance above herds of cattle is 
most annoying’’ (to the cattle). Another airman shares M. Bleriot’s views, but 
sees no cause for complaint on the part of land owners when aeroplanes, are 
driven ‘‘at a reasonable distance above the land.’’ 

The judgment gives aeroplanists freedom to fly over any property as before; 
but they are to be held responsible for damages which they may cause. This, 
doubtless, means not only searing cattle, but people, running into trees or houses, 
or otherwise disarranging the scenery, as well as endangering the life and limb 
of those who still stick to the earth in their peregrinations. 

Maurice Farman, the French flyer, who was the defendant in the lawswit 
brought against him for flying over another’s property, is naturally satisfied 
with the decision 2nd will continue to fly—but more carefully than before. 

That is the way they do things in France. But wait until the United States 
wakes up to thé fact that there is a lot of air lying around loose just fairly hol- 
lering to be gobbled. Just wait and watch. ’ 

The gobblers will step forward and gobble. What is more, they will per- 
suade Congress to give them outright every other section of air along their gob- 
bled routes, and then to guarantee their bonds in order to enable them to meet 
the expense of gobbling. 

_ Gobbling in the United States has been reduced to a fine art. When gob- 
bling commences over here we will produce men who will do it right.

There 
tir Opposition from the outside without creating it from within, and every 
PW ought to feel and understand that if he allows his representative to use 
iar methods against his competitors, these methods are bound to return against 
ead. interests like a boomerang and that as such competition grows, the entire 
“siness is bound to suffer in the same degree and proportion. 
Let us hope that the incident which occasioned the letter referred to above 
aren misrepresented or misconstrued in some way or another, and that the 
tr — not guilty of the offense with which he is charged. If he is guilty, we 
te “ee the proprietor against whom he directed his unfair competition, will 
ar "8 it to the notice of the company with which the agent is identified and that 
ealings will be corrected forthwith. 


We will refrain from identifying the principals in this controversy, but as 
The Billboard represents the best interests of the carnival business in all its 
branches at all times, we will necessarily make it our business not only to report 
any further infractions and offenses of the nature described above in general 
terms, but we will identify and point out the offenders. All managers and pro- 
prietors of carnival companies are invited to advise us of any unfair dealings of 
which they are made the victims by their competitors. 


GERMAN TASTE IN THINGS THEATRICAL. 


Comparisons are odious, but sometimes they point a moral even though they 
fail to adorn a tale. The Literary Digest publishes a translation of a summary 
of the year’s presentations in Germany, which can be carefully considered with 
much profit by producing managers in America. We give it herewith entire: 

‘« Whatever the critics may say of Richard Strauss, he can not be called a 
paying proposition, even in the country of his birth. From September, 1910, to 
August, 1911, Germany listened to 228 performances of his Rosenkavalier. This 
was its first year, and doubtless curiosity was rife to hear the new work. Elek- 
tra, on the other hand, fell from the record of 65 performances in its first year, 
to but 44 for the last recorded one. What the national appetite for amusement 
is, we find reckoned not in dollars and cents, as Paris and New York recently 
expressed themselves, but in a carefully computed record of all the performances 
given in the theatres of the Fatherland. As the figures appear in the Vossiche 
Zeitung (Berlin), there were over 38,000 performances in all, given in 435 cities 
and towns, and on 665 stages. There were 2,525 works, representing the product 
of 1,324 authors. Of these, 2,056 were plays distributed among 1,077 dramatists, 
and 218 operas, the work of 121 composers, with 208 operettas, done by 93 com- 
posers. Going on to consider individual works: 

‘‘Tt is interesting to compare the increase or decrease in the number of per- 
formances of the same work with that of the previous year: 

‘*Fidelo increases from 191 to 208 performances. 

‘*Figaros Hochzeit (The Marriage of Figaro) from 151 to 165. 

‘*Die Zauberflote (The Magic Flute) from 178 to 208. 

‘*Salome from 37 to 69. 

‘*Tristan und Isolde from 123 to 132, while Siegfried decreases from 150 to 
133 performances. 


‘*The Rosenkavalier appears for the first time on the list, and reaches 228 
performances, but 

‘*Elektra has but 44, in the previous year 65 performances. 

‘*The performances of the popular light opera show a marked increase: Der 
Graf von Luxemburg (The Count of Luxemburg) from 1,365 to 1,794; Zigeuner- 
liebe (Gipsy Love) from 184 to 605 performances. The demand for the older 
operettas abates: 

; ‘*Die Dollarprinzessin (The Dollar Princess) decreases from 768 to 414; Der 
Fidele Bauer (The Jolly Farmer) from 1,184 to 671. A notable exception is Jo- 
— Strauss’ Die Fledermaus (The Bat), which retains its never-failing popu- 
arity. 

‘‘Among the classics, Goethe’s Iphigenia increased from 89 to 104 perform- 
ances. 

‘*Schiller, on the contrary, represented with 14 plays, decreased from 2,044 
to 1,584, but 

‘‘Lessing’s Minna von Barnhelm increased from 156 to 220 performances. 

‘‘Among the modern works: 

‘*Taifun (Typhoon) increased from 89 to 703, and Tolstoy ’s Macht der Fin- 
sternis (The Power of Darkness) from 1 to 87. 

‘Of the plays produced for the first time during the year: 

‘Schonherr’s Glaube und Heimat (Faith and Home) was given 1,623 times; 
Herman Balus’ Kinder (Children), 241; Meyers, 394; Bummelstudenten (The 
Student Loafers), 429 times. 

‘*Sixteen plays by Herman Sudermann were given, but the performances 
decreased from 1,062 to 991. 

‘*Gerhardt Hauptmann was also represented with 16 plays, but with an in- 
crease from 559 to 619 performances, ; 

**Tbsen, with 19 plays, decreases from 724 to 686, while Hebbel, with 12 
plays, increases from 245 to 448 performances. 

‘‘ Kleist, with 6 plays and 214 performances, increases with 8 plays to 327. 

Shakespeare shows ever-increasing popularity—1,042 performances with 
25 plays, against 958 with 21 plays in the previous year.’’

THE AMUSEMENT WEEK IN NEW YORK 


WINTER GARDEN OPENS 


The Ballet of 1830 and The Passing Show of 1912 Replete With 
Brilliant Music, Excellent Dancing and Handsome Costumes— 
Initial Offerings Score Heavily With Large Audiences 


New York, July 23 (Special to The Billboard). 
—After a week's postponement the Winter Gar- 


den reopened last night with a record-breaking 
audiénce in attendance. The entire entertain- 
ment was remarkable not only for its size, 


but for the speed and quality presented. 

The first 30 minutes of the performance is 
devoted to The Ballet of 1830, a mimo-dramatic 
ballet in three scenes, which run for a year at 
the Alhambra Theatre, London. A simple story 
is told in the ballet, of an artist, Rodolphe. 
and his sweebeart, Mariette. The artist also 
loves wine, and through his devotion to this 
love almost loses the maiden, who is enticed 
by a wealthy baron. Rodolphe then seeks solace 
in the charms of a vampire girl. Mariette 
learns this when she comes upon the scene again 
with the baron; all her old love for Rodolphe 
returns. and in a battle of charms between the 


two, the vampire girl is vanquished and Ro 
doiphe and Mariette become reconciled, while 
the baron is consoled by the flower girl. 

Emile Agoust plays Rodolphe, Nellie Brown 
is the heroine, Greville Moore the vampire girl. 
Z. Zanfretta the baron and Emil Zajah the 
flower girl. The dancing in the piece was ex 
cellent, and the whole ballet is prettily con- 
ceived and executed, and was extremely well 
received. 

A scant five minutes intermission brought the 
audience back to modernity and The Passing 
Show of 1912, which proved to be a satirical 
review in two acts, of three scenes each, in 
which one specialty followed another in a way 
that reminded one of a three-ring circus. The 
sceres show a steamship dock, Greeley Square. 
a harem, the Bought and Paid For house, the 
interior of a hotel and a roof garden. The 
players appear as well-known characters and 
treat lightly many important events of the 
season and tavesty a number of theatrical hits, 
including Bunty Pulls the Strings. Bought and 
Paid For. A Butterfly on the Wheel, Kismet, 
The Typhoon, The Quaker Girl. Oliver Twist, 
Pirates of Penzance. Officer 666, etc. 

The dancing in The Passing Show was the 
best seen here in many moons, several of the 
26 musical numbers are of the kind that will 
be hummed and whistled from one end of the 
country to the other; the comedy is clever, 


Frohman Considers |

James Gentry 
Dies Suddenly 


New York, July 25 (Special to The Billboard). 
—James Gentry, the actor, who served ‘fteen 
years for killing the actress, Madge Yorke, and 
who was released from the Philadelphia prison 
two years ago through the influence of theatrical 
men, was found dead today in his room in a 
hotel on Forty-second Street. Heart disease is 
given as the cause of death. Gentry was 55 years 
old. He was infatuated with Madge Yorke, an 
actress, both being members of the Ba:gage 
Check company. She refused to marry him, and 
on February 17, 1895, when the company arrived 
in Philadelphia for a week's engagement, Gentry 
went to the botel where the actress was sisyloz 
and shot her. He escaped, but was found the 
next day in Fairmount Park almost dead from 
cold and exhaustion. He was convicted on June 
27, 1896, and sentenced to be hanged. The sen- 
tence was commuted on April 21, 1897, to im- 
prisonment for life in the State Penitentiary at 
Philadelphia. Repeated efforts to have him par- 
doned were unsuccessful until June 23, 1909, 
when Governor Stuart signed his freedom papers 
on recommendation of the State Pardon Board.

Burlesque News of Managers, Agents and Performers on Bot! 
Circuits, Gathered From Here and There and Everywhere, 
Especially for Publication in The Billboard

While house managers are busy with the 
work of renovation and the painters are busy 
redecorating the various theatres along the two 
big circuits it would be well if a passing thought 
could be given to the more remvte corners of 
the theatres, such as dressing rooms, bill-room,

al] rooms and hallways leading from the stageo 
and other parts of the theatres not seen by the 
audiences. The neat and bright appearance of 
the auditorium is necessary and any improve- 
ments in the decorations or paint work are al- 
Ways commendable and welcome although it 
seems that there are often cases where al] of 
the outlay and energy is concentrated on that 
part of the houe which is seen by outsiders while 
all other or hidden portions are left neglected 
and dirty. In some cases where the management 
is unhampered by the selfish policy of grasping 
owners all of these details are taken care of as 
in the Hyde & Behman and Columbia houses 
but for the benefit of those managers who ne- 
giect to keep clean those parts of the theatres 
where the performers and house employees are 
furced to work we will strongly recommend the 
application of plenty of good wet water with a 
liberal supply of good strong soap and a plenti- 
ful and frequent use of large doses of a clean 
smelling antiseptic. There is no time like the 
present and now is the time to get busy and 
to cleanse and to sweeten the dark and vile 
corners where actors, stage hands and other 
theatrical employees are forced to spend the 
major part of their time during the regular 
season.

are scarce and many of the shows which ha-l 
signed up many more girls than they really 
needed now find themselves short of girls.

fact is that many of the girls are getting tired 
of the long and montonous rehearsals and aware | 
of the fact that there are always vacancies in 
the shows after they are already onen and the 
seasun started, they are staying well away from 
the activities of the producing centers and are 
comfortably waiting for the vpening of the 
season when they will quietly show up end ininn 
into the first available vacancy that happens to 
present itself. 

In this way the girls will avoid the disagree- 
able exnense of transportation to the opening 
stand and will also get out of the dreary rehears- 
als in a close and suffocating hall. for which 
they receive no pay and are usnally compelled 


zo into debt to the show to defray the cost 
of living while rehearsing. In the meanwaile 
many of the managers have been forced to* re

A burlesque queen’s face may be her fortune, or it may not. Sometimes it 
is. Sometimes it is not. It does not matter greatly. Very few burlesque queens 
possess great fortunes. Many of them seem verv careless about their fortunes 
being content to worry along on a good income derived from their ‘‘features.’’ 
In other words they are less concerned about their faces than about their under- 
standing. 

Sometimes, or at any rate some time, there comes a time when a burlesque 
queen’s understanding becomes a source of very grave concern to her. 

No. Not when she begins to grow old. Very few burlesque queens are re- 
tired on account of old age. 

Art is long, and the older they get the better they are. Burlesque queens 
are like good wine in that respect. Grease paint, powder and wigs stay the 
ravages of time, and time is otherwise kind. 

Time makes a better actress of the burlesque queen. It makes her a better 
elocutionist, a more graceful artist. It gives her better poise and presence. It 
mellows her art and imparts balance. More than all else, it gives her horse-sense.

Paris Letter 


Slowly but surely the summer sun is getting 
the upper hand on the playhouses. Little life 
is in evidence at the majority of the theatres; 
only the revue houses in the Champs-Elysees 
appear to be doing much business. 

The Fourteenth of July, corresponding to our 
Fourth of the same month, is the biggest day 
of the year in most Paris playhouses. It js 
known as the ‘‘popular day,’’ and it is. The 
theatres subsidized by the French Government 
are obliged to give free performances, and, vf 
course, long before the doors are opened, vast 
multitudes collect in the streets neighioring upon 
the show places, 

In America most everybody goes to the theatre 
once in a while; in Fiance a tremendous class 
never sees even a motion picture performance 
Naturally, when the Fourteenth rolls around. 
bringing free seats at so many theatres, tle 
scramble for the favors is hot. 

The subsidized playhouses, however, are not 
the only theatres which give f-ee performances 
on the national holiday. There are several oth 
ers which do. For instance the Gymnase, ths 
year, will give L’Assaut, the Henri Bernstein 
play (which is to be seen next fall in America, 
at a free matinee. 

The Apollo will give Les Cloches de Corne- 
ville free; the Nouveau Cirque will give a mat 
inee to the school children of Paris, etc. 

The Comedie Francaise and the Odeon, being 
subsidized houses. will, of course, have gratis 
performances. It was announced some days 
ago that the little one-act play, La Marseillaise, 
was to be given at both the Comedie and the 
Odeon, but it develops that only the song of 
that name will be declaimed by artists at the 
two houses; the patriotic skit will not be given. 

Theatres which do not give free perform- 
ances usually put their prices way down, making, 
it possible for pract.cally anyone to see a per- 
formance,

In that time 
she appeared in 23 cities and gave 37 perform- 
ances.

I said returned to Paris; rather she passed 
through Paris on her way to her summer home 
at Belle Isle, the rocky piece of land lying 
just south of the Brittany peninsular, in the 
Atlantic. 

One would think the great actress would be 
tired—sv tired in fact, that once safely on her 
little is‘and she would shut herself off from 
the world and sleep the lazy summer days 
away.

At Belle Isle she takes tong walks among the 
great boulders strewn along the edge of the 
sea.

The plans for her next sea- 
sun, she pores over regularly every day. Her 
son, Maurice, who looks after her Paris play 
house, is often called to the island for a con 
ference; and sometimes he brings with him stags 
directors. musicians, authors of new plays 
scheduled to be preduced at the Bernhardt. 
Mme. Bernhardt confers with all these—and stiil 
she calls it a holiday.

RIVERVIEW EXPOSITION 


A Playground For the Masses and the Classes Which in Extent and 
Completeness Is Without a Rival in the World—Complete 
Roster of Attractions and Concessions 


Chicago, July 27 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Riverview, Chicago, which is rightfully desig- 
nated ““Exposition,’’ because of its preponder- 
ating size and unparalleled range of attractions, 
under the guidance of a new business organiza- 
tion, is this year reaching out to further con- 
quests in the arena of public favor. Undaunted 
by the almost paralyzing weather conditions that 
prevailed for one solid month after its opening 
last May, together with the added handicap of 
a newspaper strike that involved the eight Eng- 
lish dailies of the Western metropolis, River- 
view’s enterprising board of control rose to the 
eceasion and wrested triumph from seeming in- 
evitable defeat.

Another remarkable surprise sprung on River- 
view'’s multitude is the thrilling 185-foot ride 
and leap through space of **Dare-devil’’ Schreyer, 
secured by the park for sixty performances, for 
which Schreyer is paid a heavy sum. In this 
act, Schreyer, after climbing to the top of the 
starting tower—which is 8 feet high—mounts 
an ordinary bicycle and whirls at a pace of 100

American Showman Writes Letter to The Billboard, Describing Euro- 
pean Parks—Notes From Representative American Summer 
Resorts—Managers Describing Present Conditions 


EUROPEAN PARK NOTES. 


Luna Park, Petersburg, Russia, has been built 
on Officer Street, one block away from the Ma 
rine Theatre and is located directly in the mid- 
dle of Petersburg. It is about the size of Luna 
Park in Paris; however, more elegant. It cost 
$1,000,000. It was built with Russian capital 
and by certain prominent showmen. While 
there I met Parker J. McConnell, who has 
been with us only three years, at the same time 
the young man’s successes have been seen all 
over Europe. He tells me that since the opening 
of the Luna Park in St. Petersburg which was 
the first of May, he has made over $20,000 net 
profit, 

The different attractions situated in the park 
are as follows: The magnificent opera house, 
built at a cost of half a million dollars and 
owned by a private company and under the 
protection of the Grand Duke Sergius, who is a 
cousin to the Czar. The next is a beautiful 
restaurant and terrace, in which there is a van 
deville show. Then comes the Somali Village, 
with one hundred Somali savages. The scenic 
railway, which is the finest in Europe, was 
built by George Lawsha, who was formerly chief 
engineer for L. A. Thompson Scenic Railway 
Co. The road is 75 feet high and five miles long 
and is a wonderful plece of construction. The 
Old Mill is constructed under the scenic and 
is owned by the Continental Scenic Railway 
<0. The joy wheel, which is located in the mid- 
die of the park, was built at a cost of $12,000 
and has a capacity of 4,000 people. There is a 
steel water chute of Captain Boynton’s patent. 


place. Coney Island's big resort gets the cream 
of the season’s crop of fun devices and the policy 
now is to keep them unti] the novelty begins 
to wane when they will be turned over to smaller 
parks. The tremendous free circus is a big 
drawing card; acts varying from aerial whirls 
to animal marvels are given continuously and 
interspersed among them are vaudeville fea- 
tures. There ig a free entertainment of this 
nature going on constantly from novn until mid- 
night and it furnishes an entertaining diversity 
between the individual ghows. 


The spectacular features attached to the im- 
mense open-air pool at Steeplechase Park, Coney 
Island, N. Y., have been completed and swim- 
mers can enjoy a dip in the water fresh from 
the sea under conditions and surroundings that 
are nove] and unequalled. From the bathing 
pavilion fronting the pvol is a cascade, 40 feet 
high, down which great volumes of water, 
pumped from the ocean, come tumbling and 
swirling down and that produces a picturesque 
effect. Runways, springboards and swinging 
rope bars provide means for those who wish to 
engage in stunts. On the sides of the pool are 
Standpipes, from which are ejected big sprays v1 
water. Music as an accompaniment of swim- 
ming is a novelty even for Coney Island, but 
this is another unique feature of the pool, a band 
being stationed on a platform overlooking the 
water. Night bathing has become very popular 
in this tank, numerous tungsten lamps making 
the scene as light as day. The pool extends 
from Surf Avenue to the center of the park 
and contains 600,000 gallons of water, there 
being a constant outward flow to keep it fresh.

WESTERN FAIRS OF THE SEASON 


The Fifth of a Series of Symposia—Like Articles Describing In Advance the Features of the Events 
To Be Held In Different Sections of the Country This Season—Other Articles Will 
Deal With New England Fairs and Middle-West Fairs 


The Santa Clara Co, Fair and Fourth National 
Industrial and Food Exposition will be held in 
San Jose, Cal., September 5 to 15, 1912. ‘This 
is an old time country fair which has been com- 
bined with an annual exposition, and promises 
to be of more interest and superior to any 
ever held on the Pacific Coast. Within a 
radius of 50 miles of San Jose there are over 
1,600,000 people, and with the excellent trans- 
portation facilities and special rates assured 
from San Francisco, Oakland and the bay 
cities large crowds are sure to attend every day 
and night. The rates will supply both amuse- 
ment and interest to one class of people; the 
stock exhibit will furnish most valuable informa- 
tion to another class; the auto show and avia- 
tors to another; the agricultural and horticul- 
tural display to another; the industrial depart- 
ment to another; and the machinery hall to all. 
The following committee has been appointed 
for the Santa Clara County Fair by the San 
Jose Chamber of Comerce; Dr. L, i. Belknap 
president; E. W. Allen, vice president and 
manager; H. E. Jones, secretary; First National 
Bank, treasurer; Geo.

The Western Colorado and Utah Fair 
Racing Circuit met in Montrose, Colo., Feb- 
ruary % Ther was a large delgation from 
each of the cities; members of this circuit. 
The visiting delegates were entertained at a 
banquet by officers of the local Fair Asso- 
ciation at the K. P. Hall. W. O. Redding 
of Montrose, Colo., was unanimously re-elected 

resident for 1912. T. A. Gormley of Grand 
unction was elected secretary. This is the 
second year of this circuit and the following 
dates and places were decided upon: Glenwood 
Springs the last week in August, Hotchkiss 
the first week in September, Delta the second 
week in September, Montrose the third week 
in September, Grand Junction the fourth 
week in September, and Salt Lake City 
the first week in October. An effort will be 
made to arrange for the return of the race 
horses from each association free of charge, 
paying full rate one way. Bach association 
will join the American Trotting Association 
and was assessed a special amount to cover 
the expense of properly advertising the circuit 
and the incidental expenses, such as printing 
of race programs, stationery, etc. About $30,- 
000 will be the aggregate amount of the purses 
and will no doubt attract many of the race 
horse men as well as the usual number of con- 
cessionaires, shows, etc. 

The Third Annual Fair of the Trinidad-Las 
Animas County Fair Association will be held 
at Trinidad, Colo., September 24, 25, 26 and 
27. ‘The association is a member of the Santa 
Fe Racing Circuit, which insures patrons good 
racing each season. Everything that is possible 
is being done to interest farmers and ranchers 
to bring in exhibits to the fair and much work 
is done every year to make the buildings more 
suitable for the accommodation of these ex- 
hibits. The stock sheds were extensively in- 
creased last year and exhibits in this depart- 
ment increased accordingly. It is the aim of 
this association to promote a fair strictly in 
the interests of the agricultural and stock men 
and to encourage them to improve the grade 
of their exhibits. The premiums offered are 
above the average and it is the aim of the as- 
sociation to keep on adding to the premium 
book so as to encourage the people to bring in 
their exhibits. The association is controlled by 
a board of 15 directors, and is incorporated as 
a not-for-profit corporation. Meetings are held 
once a week all during the year, as it is be- 
lieved in this manner more enthusiasm is kept 
up than otherwise would be done. The last 
two fairs were a snecess from a financial stand- 
point, as well as being a success in point of ex- 
hibits, and this year it is expected that the 
fair will be the largest and best ever witnessed 
in Trinidad. The mayor of the city, Hon. D. L. 
Taylor, is making arrangements to dedicate 
Kit Carson Park and unveil the Kit Carson 
Monument. which is being erected in the park, 
one one of the fair dates, and the fair associa- 
tion will encourage the idea, and intend to 
have a large historical parade on that day. The 
officers and members of the Daughters of Amer- 
iean Revolution will be in Trinidad, as well as 
the Governor of the state and staff besides 
many of the prominent old timers. This will 
undoubtedly be a big feature, and increase the 
attendance of the fair. Charles Bailey is sec- 
retary. 

The second annual fair of the Northern New 
Mexican Fair Association will be held at 
Raton, N. M., October 1, 2, 3 and 4. The first 
fair, which was held last year, was remarkable 
for large exhibits and interest. The main ex- 
hibition building is 50x100 feet. The grand- 
stand has a capacity of 1,000; the horse stalls 
and sheds number 30, while there are 8 cattle 
pens. There were seven carload exhibits of 
cattle last year. Among the improvements for 
this year will be the increasing of the capacity 
of exhibit building by one-fourth. A new poul- 
try building, 30x50 feet and 50 additional stalls 
will be built. Fine arts and textile and fab- 
ric departments are important features; the 
exhibits in these departments will be entered 
the day preceding the fimt day of the fair, 
the judging will be done on the first day. and 
the exhibits installed on the forenoon of the 
second day. This arrangement will give the 
judges in these departments a much better op- 
portunity to get closer to the articles in indg- 
ing them and will be much more convenient. 
Special premiums are the life of the live stock 
and agricultural and _ horticultural exhibits. 
These are contributed by the banks, merchants 
and public spirited individuals in amounts and 
articles from $5 to $50, which added to the 
association premiums make a very nice premium

Ali 
evidence indicates that Young acted in self de 
ense. 

In a letter to The Billboard, dated Lexing 
tun, Neb., July 13, Young appeals to his friends 
for help. He would very much appreciate any 
contributions as he does not come to trial until 
November, 1912, at Lexington in the District 


Court. He also appeals to H. C. Snow for aid. 
Young was at one time identified with his 
shuw, known as Snow's Greater Shows. 


Young has played in vaudeville, 
ropes and doing fancy and trick roping. He 
wishes to thank the members of the Yankee 
Robinson Shows for what they did for him at 
Gothenburg.

Winston-Salem Rink Manager Promotes Many Novel Schemes For

Manager Edward B. Barnes, of the Nissen | 
Park Rink, at Winston-Salem, N. C., has cer- 
tainly been a busy manager the past few weeks, 


arranging the many novel attractions for the 
patrons of his rink. He has held some of the 
best drawing cards that any rink in America 


has ever held, and more 


so he has packed his 
rink on each occasion. 


On June 13 he started 


out with an easy one in the form of a block 
party, and this one went so well that he de 
cided to spring another one in the form of a 
chariot race. Still finding that he had struck 
the patrons about right, he presented them 
with a masked carnival which also was as 
successful as the preceeding ones. On July 


4 he held a ladies’ graceful skating contest, on 
the 11th a picture post card race, both of these 
events being conducted in such a manner as to 
show him that he was pleasing his patrons. 
He then advertised in all the papers of the 
grand masked carnival with beautiful prizes. 
to be held July 18. This was the banner event 
of the season. Manager Barnes gave as prizes 


the following articles: Silver tea service, sil- 
ver cake basket, one pound Humidor “‘P, A."’ 


tobacco, French briar pipe, one set silver mount- 
ed military brushes and two monthly tickets. 
Many and diversified both in color and char- 
acter, were the costumes worn by the merry 
masqueraders on this night. The grand march 
was formed at 9:30, and as the skaters glided 
around the rink, arrayed in their clever cari- 
catures and curious combinations of mult! 
colored costumes, it presented to the eyes of 


the spectators a very pleasing picture well 
worth witnessing. Manager Barnes has an

For the benefit of many of you who have 
read about the racing fund in the columns of 
The Billboard, and do not understand just what 
it is for, 1 will explain its value to you. Rac 
ing has never been up to the standard since the 
last revival of skating, and it seems as though 
there is not the interest taken in the sport 
as there ought to be. For this reason the 
skaters, that is the skaters who attenJed the 
world’s and international championship races 
last March and April at Milwaukee and De- 
troit, decided to raise a fund for the promo 
tion of better races. It was decided at a 
meeting held during the Rink Managers’ Con-

vention at Detroit, to start a racing fund by 
letter or otherwise and raise money with which 
to push.racing and hold championship races 
throughout the country. It was agreed to senda 
out these letters to all of the skaters, man- 
agers and friends who were enthusiasts of 
the amusement... 


Now. this is what it was intended for, if it 
was possible to raise sufficient money with which 
to cerry out the plans. That races be held 
by the different managers in all parts of the 
United States, and that the races be held all 
during the season, eommencing about November 
1, and continuing until the world’s champion 
ehip meet was advertised, some time before 
the close of the winter season. Each skater 
winning the championship of his state or sec- 


tion of the country, be presented with 
medal and the same would entitle him to com 
pete in the world’s championship meet. And 
that if there was enough money raised in this 
Way, that the skater representing the state be 
sent to the world’s championships, or assist

him as far as was possible to do with the sum 
of money that was collected for this cause. 
Now, this would give racing a grand opportunity 
to be placed among the other athletic sports 
of the country, for tell me who does not care 
to see a good race if it is on the square and 
properly handled. Then it was decided that 
if enough mosey could be raised with the as- 
sistance of the managers, that a circuit would 
be arranged of a few of the towns where rac 
ing was popular, and this fund would cut down 
the expense of the manager and allow him the 
chance of holding a real first-class attraction 
at a little expense, 

Now, it seems as though a proposition of thi- 
kind ought to bear fruit, and if all of those 
who are interested in skating, would all turn 
in and lend a helping hand, we may be able to 
accomplish something more than any of you 
have ever expected. If it is worth while to 
keep roller skating before the public, it ought 
to be worth the small sum from each skater to 
accomplish what we have outlined for the benefit 
of the skating game.

I am 
building a new artificial rink, my fourth one 
by the way, which will be 20x40 feet, enclosed 
in a thoroughly insulated building, using «a 
five-ton ice machine. I figure on spending 
$2,500 on the building. pipes and ice machine. 
Then you ask me if I have quit skating. 1 
believe I am the biggest skating crank in the 
world. I even beat Irving Brokaw, and that is 
going some.. One thing I am surprised at is 
that the skaters don’t respond to your skating 
fund. They can’t expect you to do it all. They 
will wake up and appreciate such men as your- 
self, Blanchard and others, after you are gone. 
Let’s all get together, both ice and roller 
skaters, and boost our own game. I am going 
to visit every ice rink in the United States and 
Canada this winter, and will write you a little 
lecal news from each one, as I think it will be 
interesting reading for readers of The Billboard 
I look forward each week to reading The Ril!

As Mrs. Hutchinson 
and her agile partner developed the movements 
of their dance, the other dancers stopped, and. 
intently watched the two Americans Their
